The "clavi of children'* to whom 
Frank L. Matthias left his money 
is "now closed” since one of the 
grandchildren 
has 
reached 
the 
age of 21. the Adams County court 
decided today. 
Matthias, at his death April 19. 
1930. left a will stating in part 
that "all the rest of my assets 
I bequeath to the Littlestown Na­ 
tional Bank in trust to pay the 
annual net income therefrom to 
the children of David 6. and Mar­ 
ian Little in equal shares until 
such time as they arrive at the 
age of 21 years, at which time 
the trustee shall distribute the 
net cor pas of said fund to the 
children of David S. and Marian 
Little," 
The bank had no difficulty in 
meeting the terms of the will un­ 
til Ned Allen Little, oldest of the 
Children reached 21 last July 15. 
A S K E D IN T E R P R E T A T IO N 
That led the bank to ask the 
court to interpret what should be 
done. Should Ned Allen Little re­ 
ceive his share on age 21 and 
the rest in turn receive a share 
at 21 or should the whole amount 
be held up until all were 21? 
Should the bank also wait until 
the deaths of David S. or Marian 
Little to make sure that it in 
eluded in the distribution "all 
he children" of he couple. 
There had been three children 
when Frank Matthias died. Two 
more have been born since 
In its opinion the Adams County 
court held that the statem ent "to 
the children of-David S. and Mar 
Un Little" constituted the chil­ 
dren as a "class" and did not 
refer wily to those born before 
Mr. Matthias* death. 


"C U T T IN G T H E K N O T " 
The court also held that decis­ 
ions in English and American law 
have dttermm ted that "where a 
gift it made to such children of a 
class as may reach a certain age. 
as is the case here, tile class is 
closed when one member of it 
reaches the prescribed age and no 
after-born children can be in­ 
cluded in K." 
The

added: 
"This 
is 
adopted as a rule of convenience 
although it is frankly conceded 
that this is merely cutting the knot 
rather than untying It.** 
The court then directed that the 
amount should be distributed to 
the five children, with guardians 
to be appointed for those who are 
minors. The bank wa* directed 
to file its final account showing 
the proposed schedule of distr! 
bution to Ned Allen, Carole Hay

QUOTA SYSTEM 
The first, scheduled for debate 
today, would extend the quota sys­ 
tem for buying foreign sugar for 
five years. It would give quotas 
to 15 new countries to slice up 
part of Cuba’s former big allot­ 
ment and would boost domestic 
producers* share about 5 per cent. 
Knocked out of the bill in com­ 
mittee and likely to be the sub­ 
ject of a floor battle is an admin­ 
istration provision to eliminate 
quotas for individual nations and 
gradually do away with premium 
price payments for imported sug­ 
ar 
Far more controversial and in 
a more precarious posit ion is a 
general farm bill scheduled to 
keep the House busy the rest of 
the week. 
STRICT CONTROLS 
For the first time, it would bring 
what and feed grains under strict 
acreage and marketing controls. 
It would allow the secretary of 
agriculture to set a national pro­ 
duction quota at a level low 


enough to funnel into the market 
some of the government's huge 
surplus grain stockpile. 
Republicans are bitter over the 
feed grain section, which applies 
to corn, barley, oats, rye and 
grain sorghum. 
The bill, slated for House ac­ 
tion last week, was held up by 
administration leaders who were 
not certain they had the votes. 
Some compromise may be worked 
out before the final vote. 
SATELLITE BILL 
The 
communications 
satellite 
bill, passed by the House, may 
take up the Senate week because 
of controversy over the role gov­ 
ernment should play in the new­ 
ly developing field.
